New York, Nov. 5.—With Missouri 


and Maryland still wavering between 
Tart and Bryan as late returns were 
received and tabulated this afternoon, 
the situation seemed to be that Mary- 
land was inclinliiK toward Bryan and 
Missouri toward Taft, though the elec- 
toral vote of the former state may be 
divided between the two candidates. 
West Virginia had been settled as he- 
longing in the republican column. Tho 
trend of today's news makes it seem 
likely that Taft will have 319 electoral 
votes; Bryan 1G4. 


Leaders of both the parties found 


themselves facing what 
looked in- 


creasingly like a vindication of the 
•prophesy of Chairman Frank H. Hitch- 
cock, of the republican national com- 
mittee,- that Taft would..have at least 
325 electoral votes. 


At, the opening of the 
day's dis- 


patches these things appeared to be 
•fairly well settled. 


Leaving Maryland and Missouri out 


of the count, Taft was assured of 301 
electoral votes, Bryan of 156. 


Missouri with her big block of 18 


votes was hanging in the balance, the 
last dispatch of the night showing, 
upon incomplete returns, that Bryan 
had a lead of 67 votes. Complete re- 
turns might swing the result one way 
or the other.

of the American battleship fleet which 
under the command o£ Rear Admiral 
Emory has been in Arrioy since Octo- 
ber 30, as the guest of the govern- 
ment of China, brought its visit to a 
close this morning, when at S o'clock 
it steamed out of the harbor, bound 
for

distance to Olongapo is about 700 
miles and the vessels should reach! 
there early on the morning of Novem- 
ber S. 


Given a Demonstration. 


The departing warships were given 


a demonstration in marked contrast to 
the apathy which was noticeable on 
their arrival. 
The hills behind the 


beach were black with people who had 
assembled to view the spectacle and 
the firing of crackers continued for 
one hour. 


Promptly at half past seven signals 


were made on board the' flagship, and 
at S o'clock the entire squadron was 
under way. One after another .the 
white warships glided slowly to their 
positions, and then together the entire 
squadron steamed out of the harbor. 
As the American vessels passed the 
Chinese cruiser Fei Ying, their crews 
greeted the officers on hoard with 
rousing cheers, and at the same time 
the fort hoisted an American flag be- 
side the Chinese standard and fired sa- 
lutes. The salute was returned by the 
American flagship. 


Reception Cost a Million. 


The cost of the reception has ex- 


ceeded one million dollars. The Chin- 
ese government has been lavish in its 
gifts to the American officers and men 
and the final official function on shore 
last night, the entertainment afforded 
by the Chinese government, was de- 
clared by the Americans to have been, 
with the exception of Australia, sec- 
ond to none. The Chinese are delight- 
ed with the visit and they comment 
especially on the excellent deportment 
<rf the American sailors. 


Tho battleship Georgia, the flagship 


of Admiral Emory, will leave the fleet 
and go to Hong Kong, where Admiral 
Emory will take a liner for homo. 
The flagship will he in Hong Kong for 
only two hours. She will then con- 
unue for Olongapo on the Island of 
Luzon and join the other vessels 
there.

Wabash Adopts the Mission Style of 


Architecture. 


When the Wabash builds a new pas- 


senger station in Fort Wayne, which 
will be in the near future 
if 
the 


wishes of the residents of the city are 
granted, the architectural style of the 
building will be somewhat similar to 
the mission type, so common in the 
south generally, also Mexico. Some 
of these buildings have steel frames, 
and some have wooden frames, cov- 
ered "with expanded metal, but the 
entire building, including the 
roof, 


walls, floor and platform, is of con- 
crete in its natural state, which makes 
| a substantial, sanitary and fireproof 
building, taking the place of the old 
frame buildings so long used generally 
for railroad depots.
